Dr. Stowell sends tho following to 


the press: 


So many persons have asked about 


the dally life at the Tuberculosis camp 
of the Ijowoll fionoral hospital, that I 
thought'perhaps a general outline of 
what occurs there each day might not 
ho without Interest to many of 
your 
readers. It Is Indeed a source of great 


of the hospital that MI many people 
are Interested In tills camp, and I am 
sure that I voice the sentiments 
of 


every member of the board when I Hay 
that we all feel greatly coinpllmi-nted 
when questions are anko.i 
concerning 


any department of the hospital. 
Speaking particularly of the tuber- 


culosis camp. I would say' that 
the 


patients arise al fi.4o a.m. Iva.-h pa- 
tient must then take a cold spray bath, 
after which he opens his bed to air. and 
then quietly rests until the breakfast 
hour at 7.30. All the patients go to the 
general dining-room for meals, unless 
excused from so doing by the superin- 
tendent of the ramp. 


After breakfast each patient makes 


his own bed. and then goes 
out 
of 
doors until 10 a.m.. when 
lunch 
Is 
served. 


Light employment Is a part of 
the 


treatment, and each patient ban some- 
thing to do. according to his particular 
case, or according to the work 
that 


may be at hand, all under tho careful 
direction of the head nurse who re- 
vive* her Instructions from tho attend- 
ing physicians. 


This work Is always of a light char- 
acter, and even then Is carefully ad- 
justed according to the physical condi- 
tion of each patient. 


Many of the patients play croquet, 


whist, checkers and many other games 
that do not necessarily require a great 
amount of exertion. In suitable weath- 
er all patients remain out 
of 
doors 


during the entire day. 


Dinner Is served at 12 o'clock, and 


from 1 to !.30 Is doflgnatcd as "rest 
hour," and is spent by the patients In 
rest, and If possible sleep. No talking 
Is allowed In the camp during 
this 


hour, hut complete rest and relaxation 
Is sought. 
At .1 p. m. lunch Is again 
served, 
and from that time until 4 


o'clock Is another resting time. Puppor 
Is served at o p.m.. and from 7 to s 
p.m. is visiting hour, with the excep- 
tion of Sunday evening when this hour 
Is omitted. At S p.m. all the patients 
must retire for the nlsht.
